Jacobs Street residents file suit

Fifteen residents of Jacobs Street 
and the neighboring area have 
brought a suit against the town of 
Wilmington, claiming negligence 
and seeking compliance with a town 
meeting mandate. Named in the suit 
are Town Manager Buzz Stap- 
czynski, DPW Supt. Bob Palmer, 
the Wilmington Board of Select- 
men, ant the sewer commissioners. 
Neighbors say the unanimous 
approval of Article 21 in the April, 
1985 town meeting authorized the 
town to appropriate $17,000 to 
construct a sewer down Jacobs 
Street. According to the article, it 
also authorized the assessment of 


betterments and a land taking to get 
into the street, 

Neighbors claim negligence in the 
complaint saying, because of lack 
of a sewer, they were forced to 
spend money to maintain septic 
systems, they incurred problems 
with the sewerage removal from 
their homes, and their property 
values are lower than those in 
towns being sewered. Neighbors 
are also angry because town 
officials reportedly have not acted 
on the mandate.

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Callahan and filed it on Monday. In 
his answer, Altman told Callahan

In a recent reorganization, Carole 
Hamilton was re-elected chairman 
of the Wilmington Planning Board. 
David Clark is the new clerk. 
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week in June who will help figure 
the worth of the utility plant. 

With only 150 days to establish a 
value on that plant, selectmen 
pressed for help in evaluating the 
current state of the system. Light 
board members said the system 
includes such things as light poles, 
equipment, transformer stations, 
and long term power contracts. 
They also pointed to difficulties 
they will encounter in the process. 

"You're on the horns of some- 
what of a dilemna in evaluating 
something,” said General Manager 
Norbert Rhinerson. He explained 
they weren't dealing with a "static 
situation” but were still paying for 
service and expansion in Wilming- 
ton. He feared that some of the 
funds RMLD is laying out now may 
not be recovered if Wilmington 
indeed separated from the 
department. 

Rhinerson also pointed out that, 
in the past, his board considered the 
department plus the four towns as a 
“total integrated system" with 
equipment in one town tied to the 
others. Now, he added, they have to 
revise their thinking as well as 
decide how to tally up equipment 
and other facets to arrive at a total 
value of the plant. 

There was some difference of 
opinion on the difficulty of 
forming a regional district. While 
selectmen said it was only a matter 
of gaining Reading town meeting 
approval and developing some new 
legislation, light board members 
felt the task was very complicated 
and time consuming 

“I'm not so sure I'll live so long to 
see it all happen,” maintained 
RMLB Chairman Allan Ames. 

Fred Nemergut was concerned 
about the impact on the 22,000 
customers in the system. When he 
said financing a new entity would 
mean new debt on the books with 
costs passed on to ratepayers, 
Chairman Robert Cain of the 
Wilmington Board-ef-Selectmen 
suggested using the plant as capital 
and letting other communities buy 
into the system. 

When concerns were raised about 
the time factor, Cain said he was 
sure the DPU would waive the 150 
day requirement if both sides were 
working toward a solution 

Both parties discussed options 
open to Wilmington at this point, 
options which include staying with 
RMLD, severing the cord, having 
Reading Light provide wholesale 
power to Wilmington, or forming a 
regional district. 

New light board member Phil 
Pacino told selectmen he hoped his 
board wasn't giving officials the 
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impression they were trying "to 
show them out the door.” He said he 
supports legislation for in lieu of 
tax payments and street lighting 
revenues. He said representation is 
"something we can work out" and 
staying with the department is in 
the best interest of all the 
ratepayers. Ames agreed. 

During the evening, light board 
members said because of the 
present situation with Wilmington 
they weren't sure to what extent it 
would be prudent to undertake new 
contracts or construction. They 
discussed depreciation, which by 
statute is computed at a rate of three 
percent of the cost of the utility 
plant in use at the beginning of the 
year. Depreciation helps fund 
additions to the plant and is a way to 
avoid going to town meeting for a 
bond. 


In 1985, Reading Light requested 
and received DPU approval to 
compute depreciation at a five 
percent rate. In 1986, a similar 
request was made. However, 
because of an investigation of 
RMLD's rates and practises by the 
DPU as requested by the Wilming- 
ton Chamber of Commerce, that 
decision is on hold. 

According to Joan O'Rourke, 
Executive Director of the Chamber 
of Commerce, every year of delay 
saves Wilmington $540,000. 

“I think that's significant,"she 
told the Town Crier, She added if 
RMLD doesn't get the money from 
Wilmington, funds have to come 
from Reading. 

Michael McCoy brought up the 
study done by consultant W.Robert 
Patterson on Wilmington's options 
and financial impact. He told the 
board Wilmington citizens would 
like to know how Reading Light's 
consultant viewed that study. He 
was told, though more information 
is needed to respond, Reading Light 
could certainly provide a 
“rebuttal.” When Barry Hampson 
asked if the study's figures are 
“realistic,” Cain explained there are 
‘Sure to be some discrepancies in the 
figures. 

Throughout the evening, it was 
evident both sides felt as Cain did

Political rivalries often times have few benefits to a 
community facing a multitude of challenges. Though they 
can afford the citizenry a cheap form of entertainment, 
they often fail to produce anything more concrete than a 
good supply of fresh accusations, launched fronf more than 
one side. 

Rivalries is probably the best way to describe the 
political composition of Wilmington right now. There is a 
grand old feud going on, which is often times best ignored 
as something irrelevant. But instead, the local paper, 
which decides to write an editorial about once in a blue 
moon, jumped into the fight, ready to fuel the fire. The 
paper has succeeded. 

Last week's editorial was a fantastic soap opera account 
of some juicy political tales. It certainly made for an 
interesting piece of reading last Wednesday night, fitting 
right in with the 9 o'clock showing of Dynasty. 

In fact, the Sunday Lowell Sun picked up on the editorial, 
depicting Wilmington to be in a state of siege. That might 
be accurate, but in the long run it is probably not. The 
commencement of those lazy, crazy, hazy days of summer 
tend to divert peoples’ attention from local political 
matters, including the politicians themselves. But if there 
was one element of truth to last weeks editorial, and many 
points may have been well taken, it was a prospective run 
for state rep. by retired selectman Rocco V, DePasqualé. 

DePasquale, who has just retired as chairman of the 
board of selectmen, has every right to seek higher office, 
specifically in the General Court representing this district. 
He has served in the local government for nine years, and it 
would be perfectly logical for him to seek a new challenge. 
So the question arises as to what happens next. If there is 
going to be an active state rep. fight, which would be the 
first in a while, what can we expect to see next year. 

The first step would have to be an early announcement by 
the challenger. Incumbent Rep. Miceli is well known to 
say the least, and is considered at home and on Beacon Hill 
to have an impressive political base. As for the second 
step, that will prove the most interesting. It has to do with 
building acoalition. Any figure from Wilmington seeking 
the seat in the House of Representatives has got to pull 
enough votes from Tewksbury to be successful. And, 
whether or not a challenger can do that, usually through 
endorsements, is the first test of their political credibility 
in the race. 

As for the incumbent, his past record shows he won't 
take any challenge lightly. Miceli ran without any 
significant opposition in 1986, and yet his campaign efforts 
were still most visible. Like the majority of his 160 
colleagues throughout the Commonwealth, he was handily 
re-elected. 

But if there is a loyal opposition, and if it is organized, it 
should well take the step toward putting its money where 
its mouth is. The gossip and rivalries revealed in last 
weeks editorial are nothing new in Wilmington. They 
have been going on here, and in every small town in 
America, for generations. The point is that there comes a 
time when 'talk is cheap’. Eventually, people unhappy 
with the system have to take advantage of their rights in the 
ballot box. So, go ahead and do it. 

For Wilmington's immediate future, the suggestion has 
to be made for unity. That's spelled U-N-I-T-Y. What it 
requires is an effort by not one side, but at least two. And, 
it involves discussions on substantive policy matters whose 
importance greatly surpasses the town manager's job in 
Lexington, (Buzz could never take that job anyway, 
ane he doesn't have the $500,000 it costs to buy a house 
there). 

All of this entails a solution to the problems of elderly 
people who still wait for housing, a policy statement from 
the Board‘ of Selectmen indicating the consequences for 
Wilmington, of the recent court decision against 
Burlington on affordable housing, a policy on traffic 
which will substitute the center renovation plan, and many 
other decisions which will improve the quality of life in the 
community. 

As for any more Gun Fights at the O.K Corral, those are 
best left for the selectmen's bi-weekly trek to Royal 
Dynasty, where they belong.

Sometime ago you wrote a rare 
editorial to the effect that 
Wilmington lacked leadership.

The recent election, and the 
illegal override by selectmen, of 
the town manager's appointment to 
the planning board, are classic 
examples of Nepotism at its worst! 

My letter to the editor of June 7, 
1987 describes the reasons for the 
Main Street Mess - the wrong kind 
of "leadership." The WRA is at 
least trying to salvage something of 
this ludicrous situation. Those of us 
who came to Wilmington before

They stumble Farmer 
Implementing the curriculum 


According to my friend Eddie 


Cator over at the Capitol, education 
reform is in the wind: a new cur- 
riculum is about to be implemen- 
ted. 

"Will the kids want to feed it 
when they get it?” I asked. 

My friend smiled. "A curriculum 
is nothing more than a plan - an 
outline of what is to be taught in 
lessons and how it is to be taught.” 

“How come teachers don't learn 
what to teach and how to teach it 
when they're in college? I thought 
that's what teachers’ college was 
for.” 

"Colleges are all different. There 
is a danger that some teachers 
might be better prepared or 
smarter or more creative than 
others. The curriculum insures that 
the bad ones are teaching the same 
lessons as the good ones.”

Big party means big hangover? 

It was party time at the Tewksbury Annual Town Meeting last 
Wednesday, and oh what a party it was. 

The voters at town meeting, about 450 in all, decided to hold a town 
improvement party, and money was no object. The finance committee 
begged the voters to keep from overspending the budget, but to no avail. 

The finance committee estimated the town's revenues for the coming 
fiscal year at just under $29.4 million. Of course, since Proposition 2 
1/2 limits the amount of tax revenues which may be raised, the financial 
planners can only guess at how much money will arrive by autumn, to 
pay the bills approved in spring. This year, the spending approved was 
dangerously large. 

The town departmental budget, Article 4, was approved for 
$30,267,292 alone. Article 4 alone, if no other money articles were 
approved, would be enough to overspend the estimated budget by close 
to $1 million. . 

But the spending spree didn't stop there. All told, the voters approved 
an additional $241,060 in other money articles, including $25,000 to put 
street drainage on Kennedy Road; $25,000 to do studies and paperwork 
relative to replacing the school system's boilers; $31,320 to subsidize 
bus service in the town; and even $4,500 to buy furnishings for the 
town's three fire stations. 

When the Annual Town Meeting ended Monday night, the voters had 
agreed to spend a total of $1.3 million more than the estimated revenues 
for the coming fiscal year. 

Clearly, the voters had town improvement in mind. New positions 
were approved for the police and fire departments, every penny 
requested for the school budget was granted, and even the Patriotic 
Activities Committee was given more than the finance committee 
recommended. Tewksbury residents want to take pride in their 
community, and they approved numerous measures at the Annual Town 
Meeting to improve the town. 

There's only one problem, and it is a glaring one -- where will the 
money come from? 

Selectman Jay Kelley reminded the town meeting voters that, last year, 
the town underspent the estimated budget by about $100,000 and the 
revenues came in higher by the same amount. No problem there, 
certainly. The year before that, Kelley said, was not so pleasant. 

The 1985 town meeting voters overspent the budget by about $1 
million, he said, and the revenues came in roughly $1 million under the 
estimate. Kelley evoked the memory of a Special Town Meeting which 
had to be called in the fall, to slash the general budget, and the incident is 
remembered as a painful one. As a chilling reminder, one town official 
was heard singing "I'll see you in September" while leaving the town 
meeting. 

This year, depending upon the all-important actual revenues received, 
the town could indeed have to endure another budget-slashing session. If 
the revenues come in higher, all the better, 

But if the actual funding received by the town is lower than -- or equal 
to -- the estimated figure, then the town will have some soul-searching 
cuts to make. The last slashing session resulted in a heavy loss to some 
town services, including police, fire and schools. 

And as finance committee member Dan Power recently pointed out, it 
is much tougher to cut a sum of money from a budget that is already 
half-spent, than it is from a starting figure. Planning for a smaller 
budget is always easier, he said, that cutting a sum from whatever is left 
halfway through the fiscal year. 

Everything hinges upon the actual amount of money received by the 
town. if the revenue figures aren't at least $1.3 million higher than the 
estimates, the recent "Party in May" could turn into the "Hangover in 
September.” If the worst comes to pass, it is the quality of life in 
Tewksbury which will suffer. 

Only time will tell ...

DPW foreman John Kane agreed 


“We're not going to allow that 
dump to stay there any longer," 
Hallisey stated,

task force members 

On Tuesday, April 14, the School 
Committee for Shawsheen Tech 
voted unanimously to support the 
formation of a Health Education 
Task Force. Committee members 
accepted the recommendation of 
Charles Lyons, superintendent- 
director, and encouraged active 
participation from residents of the 
five Shawsheen member towns. 
(Bedford, Billerica, Burlington, 
Tewksbury and Wilmington). 

Parents of students at Shawsheen 
Tech and other concerned members 
of the comunity are invited to 
participate in the Task Force, 
which is now being organized at the 
school. 

"The task force will be addressing 
current health issues as part of an 
upgrade on the Health Education 
program,” said John Judge, 
academic coordinator. Among the 
issues to be discussed are: drugs, 
alcohol and tobacco; teenage 
sexuality; depression; and value 
clarification. Members will also 
examine successful programs in 
other districts and make recom- 
mendations to the Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee through the 
Administrative Health Education 
Team. 

Jack Bowen, school disciplinarian 
and a member of that team, noted 
that “some of these items are now 
being addresed, but they haven't 
been part of the formal health 
curriculum.” 

Judge said he is seeking not only 
parents, but clergy and medical 
professionals to serve on the task 
force.

work within the 100 foot buffer 
zone on Littlewood Road. Law- 
renson hopes to construct a single 
family dwelling with an on-site 
leaching field and a limited access 
road on that property. 

Neighbors in attendance com- 
plained of flooding and drainage 
problems in the area and feared the 
construction would increase run- 
off and further flooding onto their 
property. 

Nitzsche maintained that the 
surface water flows downhill away 
from their property and there 
would be no increase in run-off. 

Neighbors felt the water run-off 
might pick up oils from a roof 
drain and contaminate the 
groundwater and one well located 
close to the drain. Conservation 
Administrator Libby Saboujian 
suggested moving the roof drain 
further from the well. Commission 
members said they may have to 
require a catch basin with an oil and 
grease trap in it as part of the Order 
of Conditions. 

One resident pointed out there are 
three wells in the neighborhood. 

"We're really concerned about 
our drinking water," she said, 
adding who's going to help owners 
if those wells become contami- 
nated. 

Tom Roussel explained because 
his commission is working under a 
state law, members are primarily 
mandated to protect wetlands for 
the general good and not individual 
rights. He told abutters present if 
the presentation meets the board's 
criteria, they have no recourse but 
to issue an Order of Conditions. 
However, he added, neighbors have 


waiver for the road length. The 
water department would not 
approve the hydrant though 
Nitzsche said he hasn't given up 
trying to gain that approval. 

In the revised plan, which 
Nitzsche said he considers final, 
the two lots are reached by a 
limited access 24 foot common 
driveway. Commission members

Newhouse’ proposal to fill 3,920 
square feet of bordering vegetated 


work at Bedell Estates. Tighe 
contended property sales are being 
affected because the order prohibits 
him from beginning work on the 
wetland crossing until June 15, He 
told the commission he and Joe 
Langone are ready to begin the 
work now and have promised 
delivery at the end of May. 

Chuck Abraham, a professional 
engineer representing neighbors of 
the proposed Quail Run subdivision 
off Woburn Street was also present 
to point out, through pictures and 
words, that the project's developer 
is allegedly not complying with an 
Order of Conditions.

(mg/l) basis the results are: 

Sodium Free - less than 28 mg/l 

Very Low Sodium - less than 196 
mg/l 

Low Sodium - less than 748 mg/l 

Some common beverages, 
calculated on this basis (1 liter) 
show: 

Diet Coke 197/1; Milk 525/1; 
Apple Juice 56/1; Hawaiian Punch 
112 mg/l; Domestic White Wine, 
160 mg/l; V8 Juice 3500 mg/l. 

Eleven mmg/I is equal to one of 
grain of salt per gallon, the grain 
being the "old fashioned" method 
of measuring salt. One level 
teaspoon can contain 2800 mmg of 
salt. 

The Wilmington Water Depart- 


ment recently notified its customers 
that the drinking water it suplies 
has 39 mg/l, as shown in an 
average of samples collected in 
1986. 

The Drinking Water Regulations 
of Massachusetts requires such a 
water department to have its 
sodium level measured quarterly, if 
the sodium level exceeds 15 mg/l 

The department notes that salt 
may occur naturally, or it may be 
inwoduced from a number of 
sources, one of them being salt used 
by cities, towns, business, etc. for 
snow and ice control on roads etc. 

The department feels that the 
excessive salt in recent years comes 
from excessive road salting. 

The most acceptable method of 
keeping the water/salt ration within 
an acceptable limit, the department 
says, is to encourage programs in 
which municipalities, business, 
industry and private citizens use 
sensible salting of roads, storage of 
salt, and proper disposal of waste 
products.

WRA to hire 
executive director

The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority voted unanimously to 
hire an executive director at a 
$25,000 salary and to increase town 
center seed money from $50,000 to 
$75,000 at a vocal meeting last 
Thursday. They also learned a 
decision on the fate of the Rte. 129 
(town center) project may be 
forthcoming from the state Dept of 
Public Works in mid-May. 

Board members observed that 
since most of the project workload 
falls to secretary Joan O'Rourke 
and chairman Jay Donovan, who 
has expertise in the field, it would 
be well to hire a director to handle 
all the paperwork and other details. 
The board, they said, would 
continue to set policy, review all 
recommendations, and be respon- 
sible for day to day activities. 

In recommending to increase the 
seed money, Donovan suggested 
that rather than continue to wait for 
a promised grant from EOCD they 
move ahead and use their own 
funds for the feasibility study. 

“I'm not sure we can wait any 
longer,” Donovan told his board. 


He added the town shouldn't wait to 
address the safety issue of the 
Burlington Avenue bridge and 
traffic impact, especially in the 
vicinity of the Butters Row and

Contract signed 
for water 
treatment plant 


Contracts for the construction of 
a new water facility, a purification 
station and pumping plant, are to be 
signed by the Wilmington Water 
and Sewer Commissioners on May 
21. So the commissioners decided 
in their meeting of May 7. 

The new building, expected to 
cost about $4,899,226, is to be 
similar to the water purification 
station on Butters Row, the first 
water purification station in the 
United States to non carcinogenic. 
It was designed by Weston &

plant. The Puma Corporation, of 
Plaistow, New Hampshire is 
low bidder, and is the sa 
company which constructed the 
Butters Row plant. 

Construction is to take 18 to 20 
months.

Cain act still applies, says board 


Former selectman A, Daniel 
Gillis, Tuesday night before the 
Wilmington Board of Appeals 
successfully argued that the Fred 
Cain Act of 1969, relative to zoning 
of small lots of land in Wilmington, 
was still a valid part of the law in 
Massachusetts. He was sustained by 
an unanimous vote of the appeal 
board. 

The case seems clearly to be 
headed for the courts. Attorney 
George E. Christodoulo so inform- 
ed Chairman Bruce MacDonald, 
after the decision. Christodoulo 
contended that the Fred Cain Act 
was no longer valid, and that it had 
been repealed in 1976 by the 
passage of a new Chapter 40 of the 
Massachusetts laws. 

Gillis was one of several persons 
who had the law drawn up, when a 
Winchester builder was construct- 


ing homes in the Cunningham 
Street area of Wilmington, on lots 
that were SO feet wide, The law was 
written by Attomey Joseph Court- 
ney, and Rep. Cain introduced it 
into the legislative hopper on the 
day the Red Sox opened, in Boston 

Cain's son, Selectman Bob Cain 
was one of the persons speaking for 
the law in the hearing. 

The contested land is the property 
of members of the family of the late 
Selectman Joseph Woods, and 
consists of four lots, each separate. 
Selectman Mike McCoy spoke up to 
say that he did not realize that it was 
Woods property. If they had done a 
mailing, he argued, they could have 
"stacked the meeting with 400 
people.” 

When McCoy attempted to speak 
a second time he was silenced by the 
chairman. Only three persons were 
allowed to speak more than once, 


Christodoulo, Gillis and Inez 
Murray, a 17 year resident 

Fifty-eight persons from the 
Cunningham Road/Faulkner Ave- 
nue area was present. Most of the 
arguments presented by the 
residents could elicit sympathy 
from a listener, but were not 
pertinent to the law of the case 

Chairman MacDonald reviewed 
the history of 5,000 square foot lots 
in Wilmington, at the end of the 
hearing, and spoke of the Webber 
amendment in 1959, which, he said, 
is still valid. 

The Cain Amendment in 1969, 
MacDonald said, “did away with 
the 5,000 foot lots.” The Board, he 
said, is aware of Chapter 40, 
Section 6 (presented by Mr. Gillis) 
and has no knowledge that the Cain 
amendment was ever swept away

Selectman Jay Kelley asked voters 
to amend Article 17 by adding a 
paragraph to the town manager 
charter which would have read: 

“the assessors, auditor, building 
inspector and treasurer-collector 
may be removed, for just cause 
only, by the town manager. An 
employee subject to removal shall 
be given written notice at least 14 
days prior to the date of removal 
which shall specify the reasons for 
such removal. At his request, in 
writing, a public hearing shall be 
held by the board of selectmen on 
the charges brought against him. 
The removal shall require the 
affirmative votes of three select- 
men.” 

Under Section 13 of the current 


power to appoint the four depart- 
ment heads, and likewise fire them. 
Removal of employees by the town 
manager must be made subject to 
the civil service laws, but none of 
the four positions fall under the 
civil service code. 

In short, the town manager may

fire the assessors, auditor, building 
inspector and treasurer-collector 
without warning or appeal by the 
employees involved. If he says go, 
they're gone. 

To put it another way, a clerk in 
the auditor's office will have more 
job security, thanks to membership 
in the municipal employees's union, 
than will the chief auditor. 

The article itself, however, was 
not an easy one to decide. 

A long and confusing episode of 
parliamentary procedure ensued at 
town meeting over the article. In all 
there were amendments proposed 
for at least three different parts of 
the article, with some of the 
changes adopted and others 
rejected. The article was adopted 
with changes, but the issue 
remained so confused that Select- 
man Charles Coppola called for a 
vote to reconsider before the next 
article was called, and the required 
two-thirds vote was given. 

After more than a half-hour of 
sometimes heated debate, the vote 
to reconsider placed the article 
back before the voters exactly as it 
appeared in the warrant, without 
changes or amendments. 

The earlier debate, however, 
made the issue easier to decide. 
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INSURED IN FULL 


First, the article was amended to 
loosen the job qualifications for 
town manager. The town manager 
now must have a bachelor's degree 
and five years experience as a city 
manager, assistant city manager, 
town manager, assistant town 
manager or a comparable position 
in government. The present charter 
allows town manager applicants 
with experience only as a town or 
city manager, with no allowance 
given for work in other govern- 
mental positions. 

Next, the charter was changed to 
keep elected officials from taking 
for the town manager job until at 
least five years after leaving office. 
The current charter has a two year 
out-of-office restriction, 

Finally, the voters agreed not to 
make any changes to the section of 
the charter dealing with the four 
department heads who will serve 
under the town manager, Without 
the change to the current charter, 
the town manager will retain the 
power of hiring and firing over 
four of the town's most important 
positions. 

The changes made to the town 
government charter must now be 
approved by the state Legislature 
before enactment.

Bass in the area will begin their 
annual spring spawning ritual 
pretty soon, bringing the chubby 
rascals into the shallows with quick 
tempers and a vengence for 
anything that moves. In no time at 
all the bass will begin clobbering 
surface plugs like Jiterbugs, Crazy 
Crawlers and Tiny Torpedoes. 

Until then, however, the only 
thing a surface plug is likely to 
produce will be a string of bubbles 
and a tiny wake. Nothing, except 
perhaps a stray pickerel or two, 
will be interested in surface chow 
this early in the season. 

Instead, this is the season for 
working deep, pulling the bass off 
submerged points and underwater 
structure, Later, when the water 
Stays as warm as a Roman bath all 
night, the surface lures will come 
into their own. For right now, 
however, head for the bottom. 

Fishing bottom with a lure is not 
the same as drowning a worm 
behind a lump of lead. Deep 
working lures need to move, like 
the baitfish and little critters they 
try to imitate. The first problem is 
getting your lure where it belongs. 

Regardless of what the TV Tackle 
Mongers have to say, most "crank- 
baits" are a royal pain to work 
deep. They may be advertised as 
running up to 25 feet down, but it's 
tough to tell where they are without 
snagging bottom. 

A far more certain way of 
working bottom is to twist a sinker 
onto the line about a foot or two 
above the crankbait, Dip the lure in 
the water first to see that the weight 
will really bring it down, then haul 
off and heave. The weight will keep 
the plug down, and the extra line 
between weight and plug will allow 
for normal movement and wiggle. 

Also, when you halt your retrieve 
the plug will sink instead of rise, 
and the positive sinking allows you 
to work the lure slower. Spring 
bass are frequently a bit sluggish. 

Other top choices for deep work 
include "safety-pin" type spinner- 
baits, lead-head jigs and rubber 
worms with sliding sinkers, 

‘These three are remarkably easy 
to use. For best results, however, 
maintain a bit of tension on the line 
as they sink. The majority of strikes 
on these lures come as they sink, 
not after. If you feel even the 
slightest tap, yank back and set the 
hook. You'll probably lose a few 
lures by snagging them into logs 
and rocks, but you'll also nail fish 
that might otherwise decide they 
don't like the taste of metal and spit 
out your offering while you wait 
for it to reach bottom. 

Another real benefit of lead-head 
lures is the "vision" they provide. 
With just a bit of practice you can 
tell a rock from a log from weeds, 
all by the feel of the lure as it 
probes the deep. A line without 
slack transmits whatever your lure

Starting this fall, waterfowlers 
will have to use non-toxic shot in 
parts of Massachusetts. The entire 
state will be ordered to use non- 
toxic shot in the 1988 season, but 
for this season the limits are all 
areas east and south of Route 38 to 
Route 28 to Route 138 to 1-195 to 
the Rhode Island border. So, 
everyone planning to hunt ducks 
and geese east of Route 38, where it 
crosses the border from New 
Hampshire, should start buying 
steel-filled shotshells for waterfowl 
hunting this season.

Working mom 


can do

Whether she’s called mom, 
mum, ma, mommy or mater, a 
mother’s job is to nurture and 
care for her young. This is a 
universal concept. But now that 
‘women are no longer tied to the 
stove with a gingham apron 
string and are allowed to con- 
tribute more to society than a 
batch of brownies for the PTA 
bake sale, motherhood has been 
put on the back burner. 
Everyone knows that a child of 
a mother working outside the 
home will not turn out as well- 
adjusted as a child of a woman 
who does not have a paying job. 

Or so goes the rumor. A 
rumor that is about to be 
shattered, now that author 
Anita Shreve has come up with 
some interesting, even star- 
tling, finds in her new book, 
“Remaking Motherhood; How 
Working Mothers are Shaping 
Our Children's Future.” Most 
authors who've tackled the 
subject have written about 
mothers who work outside the 
home and focused on their 
absence from the hearth, 
whereas Shreve looks at what 
the presence of a working 
mother in the home teaches 
children. 

Originally from Dedham, 
Shreve has taught high school in 
Reading and in Hingham, 
although she now lives with her 
editor-husband in Rockland 
County, N.Y., about 30 miles 
north of Manhattan. A winner of 
the O. Henry Award for short- 
fiction, she has worked as a 
journalist and editor in this 
country as well as in Kenya. But 
six years ago she gave birth to 
her daughter, Katherine, and 
began freelance writing out of 
her home. She is currently 
working on a novel. 

Shreve, 40, talked to experts 


in child rearing, guidance 
counselors, psycholo; 
sociologists, histor 


teachers, mothers and children 
for her book. She also traveled 
around the country so as to 
include people from different 
economic, social and 
geographical backgrounds. 
“Remaking Motherhood” was 
originally a cover story for the 
New York Times Magazine, and 
Shreve has also written a 
previous story focusing on the 
stress of working mothers. 

Not that she can single- 
handedly ease the stress and 
guilt of being a working mother. 
But she does point out that it 
isn’t as harmful an experience 
as most people think, and’ can 
actually be beneficial. 

“It would be wrong to say that 
it is across the board better for 
children to have working 
parents,” she explained. ‘‘What 
1 am trying to suggest is that

there are benefits. In some 
ways children of working 
parents do benefit in ways that 
it is more difficult for children 
of at-home parents to benefit. 
One of these is that it teaches 
children certain things about 
what women are capable of.

chip cookies on a rainy day. She 
said that the guilt also feeds into 
men who live with women not 
playing out the traditional 
mother-wife roles. Add to this 
the practical crunch of a huge 
outpouring of women into the 
work force and the fact that 
corporate America has not kept 
pace with this change. “You 
have a terrific amount of 
parents who need day care 
when day care’s not available, 
who need more flexible work 
schedules and those are not yet 
available to them. And those 
practical problems add to the 
feelings of guilt.” 

So, here we have a nation of 
working fathers and almost a 
nation of working mothers 
feeling guilty about not being 
home for the kids. But all that 
guilt may just be a waste of 
anxiety, as Shreve points out 
that working mothers can instill 
some valuable lessons in their 
children, if the setting is right. 
That is, when a child, “either a 
girl or boy, is able to see their 
mother as being competent, 
achievement oriented and 
someone who's highly valued in 
the world at large, and most 
important, someone who's 
economically independent. A 
mother is the primary role 
model for a girl and this allows 
a daughter to have increased 
self-esteem. They very 
definitely see themselves as 
having more vocational options. 
In other words, their range of 
possibilities is wider than it is 
for the daughters of at-home 
mothers. 

“Interestingly, both sons and 
daughters of working mothers 
score higher on reading tests. 
And the daughters of working 
mothers have higher IQ scores. 
Even if the scores of the 
working mothers and at-home 
mothers, if their IQ levels are 
the same, the daughters of the 
working ‘mothers still score 
higher. 

“...They are forced to be more 
independent at an earlier age. 
This is sort of a given. It's 
thought that this independence 
training has a lot of attributes, 
especially in nursery skills. 
They often get their skills 
earlier because they are often in 
day care and nursery school 
settings. Also, it's thought that 
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they are more socially adap- 
table, which has a bearing on 
the IQ scores. The daughters 
also have an enhanced con- 
fidence in their ability, and this 
translates into further 
educational progress. You often 
see daughters of working 
mothers go on to further 
schooling than daughters of at- 
home mothers.”’ 

The author did add that these 
benefits occur when the woman 
(and her husband) is fun- 
damentally content with the 
idea that she is a worker as well 
as a nurturer. A woman who 
dislikes her job, or is ashamed 
of the fact that she works, or 
parerits who are workaholics 
and place their careers over 
their children, are not helping 
their offspring reap these 
benefits, 

Shreve said that for a boy, 
having a working mother 
contributes to a more positive 
view of women. ‘What it does 
for both boys and girls, which I 
think is very important, it 
releases them from rigid sex 
stereotyping. Especially for the 
boy, if you think about it, a 
working mother in the home 
often means that a father, and 
we're finding this more and 
more, takes a much larger 
share of the nurturing and child 
care role. We're finding he’s 
much slower to take on the 
housework role, but the payoff 
for child rearing he fmds is 
considerably great. So, a boy 
gets to see that his mother is a 
breadwinner and valued in 
society at large, and she's a 
breadwinner, and he gets to see 
that his father is a breadwinner 
and a nurturer My hope is 
that these sons and daughters, 
having grown up with this 
different sensibility, will have a 
much freer view of what women 
and men are capable of as they 
mature. 

“My biggest hope is that when 
they are in Congress, and when 
they're heads of corporations, 
they will either be working 
mothers themselves, they will 
have had working mothers or 
that they will be married to 
working mothers, And their 
concerns, their sensitivity to the 
issues, are going to be a lot 
different.”

“boat- loading” for Semicon- 
ductor’s Department 45. In 
addition to their work at Alpha, 
all seven students attend 
classes at Stoneham High 
School and McCall Junior High

Set in Arlington National 
Cemetery in the late Sixties, 
where as many as 15 soldiers 
were buried a day, Gardens of 
‘Stone succeeds in being an anti- 
war movie without being an 
anti-army movie. James Caan 
stars as a Sergeant Hazard, a 
decorated soldier who’s 
served two tours of duty in Nam 
and is now stationed at Fort 
Myer, Virginia, where he trains 
recruits for The Old Guard. 

According to Caan, members 
of The Old Guard are toy 
soldiers who bury the dead and 
parade around for the tourists. 
Caan’s character also thinks 
that the war in Indochina is a 
mistake on the military’s part, 
but wants to do what he can by 
helping to train soldiers, not 
bury them. Enter into this scene 
of frustration a gung-ho recruit 
who can’t get overseas fast 
enough. Played by newcomer 
D.B. Sweeney, this angry, 
enthusiastic young man can't 
understand Hazard’s feelings 
about the war, but they develop 
a trusting mentor/student 
relationship that buds into true 
friendship. 

It's not hard to see where 
director Francis Coppola is 
going with this, but because he 
starts off with tragedy and 
brings the story full-circle, it 
lets you deal with the un- 
compromising denouement a 
little easier. American 
audiences may clamor for a 
happy ending, but they didn’t 
get one with the war and they 
are not getting one here. But 
before he hands out the hankies, 
Coppola gives us a story filled 
with warmth and laughier and 
rich characterizations. Of 
course, he did not do this alone. 

Caan hands in about the best 
performance of his career. He 
has mellowed with age and his 
sergeant is a mingling of earthy 
humor, sincere concern and 
angry frustration. In other 
words, he is a very average guy 
of human proportions — one of 
the hardest kind of roles to play 
successfully 
James Earl Jones almost 
steals the show from Caan as a 
blustery Sergeant-Major and 
Mary Stuart Masterson gives a 
strong, emotional performance 
as an army wife. The one down 
side of the cast is Anjelica 
Huston as Caan’s reporter 
girlfriend. Huston plays the 
part too reserved. One would 
think there was Valium in her 
veins, not the fire her character 
needs. Although, it does seem 


that Huston’s character cor- 
nered the market on cliches, as

her part is the weakest in the 
script. Otherwise, this fine film 
is a tumultuous ride on an 
emotional roller coaster that is 
a humane vision of human 
frailty.

Something has hap- 
pened to that old formula movie 
known as “the road picture,” 
andit's not exactly a change for 
the better. It used to be that an 
unhappy heiress was chased by 
a reporter, as with Gable and 
Colbert in the memorable It 
Happened One Night, or a young 
woman traveling alone across 
the country would be pursued 
by a hot-headed, hot-blooded 
student, like John Cusack’s 
earlier, funnier film, The Sure 
Thing. In either case, the story 
was minimal, but the laughs 
weren't, Characterization and 
dialogue have to count for 
something in a road movie, and 
if they don't, then the scenery 
had better be good. In this case, 
Hot Pursuit is a three-time 
loser. 

Poor Cusack, a gifted actor 
with a penchant for picking 
some remarkably horrible 
scripts, isn’t his peppy self this 
time around. Can't blame the 
guy, he was probably as bored 
as we are. 

The gist of the story is that 
Cusack is a prep school student 
who was invited on a Caribbean 
vacation with his girlfriend 
(Wendy Gazelle) and her 
family. He misses the plane and 
spends the rest of his Easter 
vacation trying to catch up to 
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her, which of course he can't. At 
one point he hooks up with a 
crusty old tar who shanghais 
him into chasing after the guy 
who pirated his boat the year 
before. Guess who the modern 
day Bluebeard is now working 
for? A bucket of popcorn for you 
if you said the captain who owns 
the boat being chartered by said 
girlfriend and family. 

Loggia, looking like a 
reprobate, turns in the only 
funny performance as a crazed 
sailor who decided not to feed 
Polly a cracker, but to feed on 
Polly. The leader of the pirates, 
a lecherous, haggard-looking 
Jerry Stiller is also funny, but in 
his case, as with most of the 
film, the laughs are unin- 
tentional.
